Daring the week ending the 28th Jun 1 ’, 1947 in Briti h 
India (excluding Bengal Presidency) and in the Indian 
States shown in ^his statement, the total number of 
deaths recorded in 186 towns having a population of 
30,000 and over was 9,550. The mid-year estimated 
population of these towns was 20,769,838 and the death 
rate was 23 - 9 per thousand of the population. Births in 
the same towns numbred 13,589 giving a birth rate of 
34’ 0 per thousand of the population respectively. In British 
India alone the corresponding birth and death rates were 
33 ■ 8 and 24 • 1 per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) British India. — In British India the following 
towns returned a high death rate of 60 or over per thousand 
of the population. 

Benares (74 -3) ; Etawah (70 • 2) ; Hardwar Union (66‘1)! 
Mirzapur Bindhaohal (62-0) ; Khand.va (58-4) ; Fanukhabad-‘ r 
rum-Fatohgarh (55-8) ; Gaya (54-6); Hathias (51 -4) and 
Hapur (60-4). 

The high death rate in all these towns was mainly due to 
deaths from fevers.

There was a considerable number of deaths from respira- 
tory diseases except in tho cases of Hardwar Union and 
Khandwa. There was a fairly large number of deaths from 
dysentery and diarrhoea in Benares. 

In 171 towns in British India there were 29 deaths from 
cholera and 92 deaths from smallpox. Plague was absent 
during Urn week. Of the deaths from cholera Benares record- 
ed 7 ; Mirzapur Bindhaohal 5 ; Arrah 4 ; Luoknow and Patna 
3 eaok ; Cawnpore and Bahampur 2 each ; Bitapur, Chaprs 
and Monghyr one each. Of the deatliB from Bmallpox Nagpur 
recorded 27; Delhi city 16 ; Nagpur Civil station 8 ; Satara 0 ; 
Ludhiana and Moradabad 4 each ; Lahore, Benares and 
Bahraioh 3 each ; Sambhal, Baipur and Boawar 2 each ; 
Fazilka, Sialkot, Wazirabad, Layallpur, Jhang Maghiana, 
Multan, Allahabad, Dehra Dun, Jubbulpore, Khandra, 
Akim dabad, Dharwax and Karaobi one eaoh. 

(B) Indian States . — Amongst the Indian States shown 
in this Statement there was no town which had a high 
death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 15 towns of the Indian States there were 3 deaths 
from smallpox of which Patiala recorded 2 and Jamnagar 
city one. Cholera and plague were absent during the week .
